It would appear from records of Courts-martial re- 
cently received at the Bureau of Military Justice that 
the correction of the 38th Article of War (as it appears 
on page 232 of the Revised Statutes) by the act of 
February 18, 1875, published in the appendix at the 
end of the volume of Revised Statutes, has generally 
escaped the notice of officers of the Army, who are 
thus led to believe that corporal punishment must in 
all cases be adjudged a soldier on conviction of the 
offence of drunkenness on duty. 

The attention of all concerned is therefore invited to 
the paragraph of the act above cited, published on 
page 1435 Revised Statutes, striking the word ‘‘ corpo- 
ral” from the said 38th Article of War, and adding the 
words, ‘* No Court martial shall sentence any soldier to 
be branded, marked, or tattooed.” 





G. O. No. 2, WAsHINGron, January 20, 1876. 

Officers who enlist or re-enlist men who have been 
discharged from the Regular Army will hereafter im- 
mediately notify the commanding officer of the com- 
pany from which the man was discharged of the fact

Comments on Courts-martial Proceedings.—In G. 
O. No. 1, Division South, General McDowell cor- 
rects his ruling in certain Courts-martial cases as pub- 
lished in the Journar of Jan. 15th. He says: “1. 
By reference to page 318 of the ‘ U. 8. Statutes at Large, 
43d Congress 1873-1875’—it is seen by the act en- 
titled ‘ An act to correct errors aud supply omissions in 
the Revised Statutes of the United States,’ that the 38th 
of the Revised Articles of War, as published in Division 
General Orders No. 2, of 1875, has been amended as 
follows: By striking out, in the third line of the 
thirty-eighth article, the word ‘corporal; and also, by 
adding to said article thirty-eighth, the following 
words: ‘ No Court-martial shall sentence any soldier to 
be branded, marked, or tattooed.’ It is also seen that 
Article eighty-two is amended in the same act by 
striking out, in the third line, the words ‘ ninety-five,’ 
and inserting the word ‘eighty.’ Action was taken 
by the Department Commander in ignorance of the 
amendments above referred to, and it may be that the 
courts in this matter were better informed than the 
General commanding, and acted knowingly in award- 
ing the sentence partially disapproved of by him.”

PAY DEPARTMENT. 


Paymaster-General Alvord, at the request of officers 
stationed at remote posts, recommends the enactment 
of a law in the following words: ‘‘ Commissioned 
officers of the Army are hereby authorized to make 
deposits of money with any Army Paymaster, and all 
the provisions and restrictions of the act of May 15, 
1872, establishing a system of deposits are hereby made 
applicable to such deposits; provided that officers are 
pone A authorized to withdraw their deposits on the 
completior. of each and every term of five years, com- 
mencing from the date of their first deposit under this 
act.” The law referred to authorizes similar deposits 
to be made by the enlisted men, and the officers who re- 
quest the passage of this bill believe that such an act 
would enable those having families or others dependent 
upon them to make much more certain provision for 
their heirs than is now possible in life insurance com- 
panies or other commercial enterprises.

Colonel and Brevet Major-General Miles has submitted 
the following report, Fort Leavenworth, Kangas, December 28, 
1875, to Assistant Adjutant-General, Depart..of the Missouri : 
Sir: In accordance with instructions from Department Head- 
quarters, I have the honor to report regarding the late Indian 
disturbances at Cimarrow, New Mexico, and the condition and 
necessities of the Jicarilla Apaches and Muache Utes, also to 
submit my opinion as to the most humane and economical man- 
ner of governing them in future. The Apaches have, in my 
opinion, been for years the victims of mismanagement and the 
unscrupulous avarice of Government contractors, and this is ex- 
pressing the matter in mild terms. 'Vhe recent disturbance and 
acts of hostility, were, in my judgment, solely due to these 
causes. The absurdity of one branch of the Government arming 
and another fighting them, was at this plice very apparent. I 
found at that place kegs of powder and bags of lead, 1n all about 
5,000 rounds of ammunition, as well as packages of red paint, 
used to make them appear even more hideous than nature had 
intended, these having becn, at Government expense, bought and 
sent out to that remote country for issue to these Indians. At 
the same time I found a communication from the agent calling 
upon the military ‘‘to suppress the hostile Indians at this 
agency, who are now in open and armed hostility.” To have, 
with troops, surprised, killed or wounded a jarge number of thé 
tribe would have been simply punishing the innocent for the 
acts of the guilty. To have disarmed them without authority to 
provide for and manage their affuirs, would have deprived them 
of the resources from hunting and placed them entirely at the 
mercy of those in whom I had very little confidence. Though 
they complained bitterly of having been cheated and wronged, 
they were, on demand, willing to put themselves under subjec- 
tion to the Government, and not only comp.ied with every order, 
but even asked advice to enable them to avoid trouble in future. 
I received the same assurances from the Utes. As a majority 
expressed a willingness to remain under submission to the Gov- 
ernment, | considered it advisable to hold the few guilty parties 
reeponsible and to place the tribe under the government of an 
otticer of the Army, who will see that they receive their just dues, 
and, with bis smull detachment of troops, arrest the lawless und 


maintain proper police regulations. I found that by adoptin 
this plan, a large amount of public money could be sav 
annually in the pay of agent, clerk, issuing clerk, teamsters, rent 
of offices, etc., etc., and the same can be applied to educational 
purposes, or toward making them self-sustaining. I failed to see 
that any efforts had beeu made, or results attained, toward that 
end. The tribe is now living on private land, or on land the title 
to which is now in litigation. I would recommend that they be 
removed toa suitable reservation. I think the northwest corner 
of the Indian Territory is in many respects best adapted to their 
wants ; yet before the change is made, arrangement should be 
made to change the source of supplies. These people cannot be 
made agriculturists, for in that country the whites and Mexicans 
could scarcely earn a livelihood without aceqenas and irrigation. 
To make them a pasteral people would be far more profitable 
and more easily accomplished. The legitimate profits of wool- 
growing in thas vast region of country comprising western 
Kaneas, Colora and New Mexico, is from thirty to one hun- 
dred per centum per annum. The Indians are not without in- 
dustry, yet it is wasted by the improvident use made of its 
results, or in gratifying their savage tastes. Some idea may be 
formed of the resources of the Indians in their natural pursuits, 
when it is known that one body of Ind'ans, 4,500 souls, gathered 
in one hunting season robes and furs at the lowest estimate to 
the value of $100,000. This large amount of valuable property 
was bartered for beads, tobacco, fancy blankets, red paint and 
other worthless articles, aud the real profit went into the pockets 
of the Indian traders. By discouraging and breaking up their 
barbarous customs, and controlling their affairs in a judicious 
manner, it will be easily seen how their resources could be 
utilized. Tske, for instance, the amount above-mentioned and 
we have a sum equal in value to 40,000 head of sheep, or 10,000 
head of domestic cattle. This is mentioned to illustrate both 
the fact of their industry and its misdirection. Hunting cannot 
hereafter be relied upon, as the game is rapidly disappearing, 
and for this reason there is the more imperative need that a dif- 
ferent system of industry should be instituted. I believe there 
is very little difference of opinieg between the military authori- 
ties and the most earnest advocate of the peace policy. There 
should be aunion and co-operation of both. By leaving the 
military with its system, which has been nearly a hundred years 
in perfecting, to govern, institute police regulations, break up 
their indoient, savage, repulsive customs, enforce habits of in- 
dustry, distribute their annuities ; locate them, not only by 
tribes, but by families and individuals ; transport their stores, 
and as far as possible prepare the way for reformation and im- 

rovement—the latter to be accomplished mainly through the 
instrumentality of the Christian denominations of the —— 
by this means millions of public money can be saved annually, 
and a more perfect system of controlling and civilizing be ap- 
plied. Nobody of human beings were ever controlled for any 
considerable time without some force; hence the military can 
best govern. Neither was there ever a body of savages civilized 
without there being a free communication by language between 
them and their reformers; hence the work of improvement 
which has been wisely taken up by the Christian denominations 
of the country, can be best accomplished through the msing 
generation. To this end I would therefore earnestiv recommend: 
1, That the Indians be placed under the control of ofticers of 
known integrity, experience and ability, with sufficient force and 
power to cuntrol all supplies, disbursements, mnovements, police 
regulations, etc., etc. 2. That one-half of the annuities to be 
given the wild tribes be given them in domestic stock, and that 
they be compelled to care for and preserveit. 3. That as far as 
possible all children be gathered into schools, and as the work of 
reformation will consume years of time, several of the abandoned 
military posts on the frontier should be used as Normal Schools, 
and the thousands of bright, active children, especially boys, be 
es there under suitable teachers, and educated and taught 
habits of industry and skilled labor. They would then be wholly 
under proper influences, and would soon abandon many of their 
savage cus\oms and the vices learned along the remote frontier 
settlement ; and the beneficial influences of these people upon 
tne tribes when they were returned would be incalculable. This 
military control, as well as the educational and moral influences 
brought to bear upon these people, should be so directed as to 
weaken and gradually abolish tribal organization ; especially 
those features of organization in accordance with which whole 
tribes—innocent and helpless women and children included—are 
held guilty and punished for the offences of a part, often a few, 
and under which the injurious system of treaties is permitted 
between the Government and that which is in no sense a separate 
nation. If the tribal organizations can be used as the germ of 
civil government after the tribes are finally located, they might 
be so far retained with advantage ; but with this possible excep- 
tion, the sooner the Indians are, as indjviduals, placed on the 
same footing as others as respecte their responsibility and rights, 
and admitted to such privileges as their character and capacity 
_ entitle them to, the sooner, in my judgment, will they cease 
to be a bill of expense, source of corruption and disturbing 
element to the country. At no time in the history of the Indian 
race were they in better condition to receive a well matured and 
permanent plan of civilization than now, and I believe at no time 
could such a system be better applied than the map and I 
trust that so important a work, involving the welfare of nearly 
300,000 human beings as well as the generations thag follow them, 
may not belong delayed.

Officers’ Servants.—The attention of officers serving 
in Department of Dakota, is called by Circular No. 1, 
January 6, to the following section a§ the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, viz.: Sec. 1232. No 
officer sha]l use an enlisted man as x servant in any 
case whatever. The language of this section is more 
than ey emphatic: the prohibition which it ex- 
presses extends to every conceivable case. It entirely 
shuts out the common excuse that servants are abso- 
lutely necessary, and that no servants except soldiers 
can be obtained. This argument of necessity may be 
valid when urged against the policy of law; but it is of 
no force when used to palliate the violation of so plain 
and forcible a provision of the Statute as this. Officers 
accept their commissions with all the hardships and 
inconveniences which are annexed to them, as well as 
with the benefits and privileges which they confer. 
They are in duty and honor bond to submit to these 
inconveniences and hardships without seeking to es- 
cape them by violation orevasion of the Statute. Here- 
after, post commanders will be held responsible that 
this statute is not violated or evaded by officers under 
their command; and the Inspector of the Department, 
in making his annual inspection, will inquire and re- 
port whether soldiers have been employed as servants 
by any officer during the year preceding the inspection.

The pay of officers on special duty 
is vo be limited to the pay of their rank, while no officer 
below the rank of Brigadier-General can receive lon- 
gevity rations vr cominutation in excess of $5,000a 
year. The argument in favor of the reduction of the 
pay of Second Lieutenants is that they are young men, 
mostly unmarried, and do not require as much in pro- 
portion as the officers of the higher rank. The forage 
account also is -reduced, making altogether a total of 
$500, 000..

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue Marion sailed from Portsmouth, N. H., for 
Norfolk, January 22. 

THE Passaic, Wyandotte, and Nantucket, all monitors, 
went into commission at Norfolk on the 24th inst. 


LievTENANT Commander H. L. Jonson relieved 
Commander George C. Remey of the command of the 
naval force on the Rio Grande on the 12th inst. 

Tue Board of Examiners, of which Commodore J. 
W. A. Nicholson is president, have resumed their 
sessions at the Navy Department, Washington. 

Tur Naval Committee of the House have called 
upon Secretary Robeson for a statement of the amounts 
pa'd Norman Wiard for rifling smooth-bore guns. 

REPRESENTATIVE Bliss of Brooklyn appeared before 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs January 25 to 
advocate the sale or exchange of lands owned by the 
Government at Wallabout Bay, in Brooklyn, in order 
to secure for the city a suitable site for a public market. 

Tue Retiring Board, before which Major Graham, 
of the Marine Corps, recently appeared, found him in- 
capicitated for active duty, from causes incident to the 
Service, and he has, under the approval of the Presi- 
dent, been placed on the retired list, at the higher rate 
of pay for retired officers. 

THE Juniata arrived at Port Royal, S. C., Janu- 
ary 25. She left St. Thomas on the 18th inst., having 
arrived on the 15th, twenty-four days from Madeira. 
She experienced very ligbt winds and calms the entire 
passage from Gibraltar to St. Thomas, and scarcely an 
N. E. trades until reaching lat. 17 N., and long. 50 W. 
She has been ordered to Baltimore. 

Tne Norfolk Virginia reports that the two marines, 
Sullivan and McCann, who committed an aggravated 
assault on Corporal Percy, are to be tried by an im- 
mediate court-martial at the yard. Wm. Brown, of 
the Marine Corps, was shot near Norfolk on Wednes- 
day night, January 19, by Richard Searles, a citizen of 
that vicinity, whose house be was trying to enter. The 
coroncr’s jury returned a verdict of justifiablefhomicide. 

CuARLEs Fritz, a watchman in the Navy-yard at 
Vallejo, died on Wednesday January 12 after drinking 
a cup of coffee in his own house. Investigation 
showed that the sugar from which the coffee was 
swectencd was strongly charged with strychnine, and a 
man izmcd Quintin, a steward on the Independence, 
has been arrested as the one who placed it there, as 
he is knuwn to have had some difficulty with the 
deceased. 

THE marines and sailors of the flagship Hartford and 
other vessels composing the fleet now at Norfolk, were 
ordered ashore January 21 to the Hospital grounds for 
dress parade and inspection, and were put through 
battalion movements by their respective officers. There 
were about eight hundred men all told, and they made 
a very creditable appearance, the Virginian reports, 
the sailors behaving very well in some of the most in- 
tricate movements. 

CapPralIn Barrett is forcing a library for the ship’s 
company of the U. S. S. Plymouth, commanded by 
him, and would be glad to receive donations of maga- 
zines, books and periodicals, to add to the library 
which starts with sixty volumes. Contributions can 
be sent by the Old Dominion Line of steamers frem 
New York to Norfolk, addressed to Captain E. Bar- 
rett, U. S. Navy, commanding U.§8.538. Plymouth, 
Norfoik, Va. ba 

THE Gettysburg was at St. Thomas, January 15, to 
leave shortly for Antigua and the islands to the south- 
ward. The measurement of the difference of longi 
tud@between Jamaica and St. Thomas had just been 
successfully completed, and the party left at Kingston 
for this purpose would at oxce rejoin the ship at St. 
Thomas by mail steamer. The heulth of officers and 
crew of the Gettysburg was excellent. 

LIEUTENANT Commander N. W. Thomas, of the U. 
8S. Navy, of Roxbury, Mass., died at Santa Barbara, 
Lower California, September 18, 1866, and was buried 
there. Recently an order was given for the removal of 
all bodies from the cemetery, which was required for 
other purposes. No representatives of the late Lieu- 
tenunt Comm:nder Thomas having appeared to claim 
the body, the vaval officers of the coast survey steamer 
Hassler very kindly came forward and made ull neces- 
sary arrangements for its removal. * 


Vice-Admiral Rowan appeared before the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, January 20, to endeavor to 
secure the aid of that Committee in his efforts to ob- 
tain from the Italian government compensation for 
services rendered by him to Garibaldi and Victor 
Emanuel when the present government was established. 
Admiral Rowan was of great service at that time, as 
he obtained several ships, put them under the United 
States flag, escaped from the enemy’s harbor, and 
landed troops and arms for the insurgents. He desires 
a commission on the value of the ships. 

Tue Secretary of the Navy, in response to a resolu- 
tion of the House, reports that no officer is now on the 
Active List of the Navy who appears by the records of 
the Department to be ** over the age of 62 years,” and 
that the only officer of the Marine Corps over that age 
is its commundant, Brigadier-General Zeilin. He has 
not been retired, because commissioned officers of the 
Marine Corps are subject to be retired on account of 
age only ut the discretion of the President of the 
United States, and the President has not seen fit to 
retire him for that reason. 

REAR-ADMIRAL Reed Werden reports bis arrival at 
Valparaiso in his flagship the Richmond, December, 11. 
Officers and crew in good health. At Coquimbo he 
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received on board and gave passage/end stibsistence to 
Valparaiso, Captain Burly and eleven of the crew of 
the lat@ ship Helen Morris,,,°aeStroyed by fire at sea 
November 28. These sva‘men were picked up and 
brought to Coquimbe by the German bark Amalia, and 
there being no U. S. Con:sul or commercial agent at 
Coquimbo, Rear-Admiral Werden took them to Valpa- 
raiso and turned them over to the American Consul 
there. Captain Burly saved ali! his ship’s papers. 

THE North Atlantic squadron consists, or will soon, 
of the Hartford, Congress, Brookiyn, Monongahela, 
Swatara, Alert, Marion, Plymouth, Oysipee, Shawmut, 
Juniata, Pawnee and Pinta (wooden ships), and the 
monitors Dictator, Wyandotte, Passaic, Catskill, Nan- 
tucket, Lehigh, Montauk, Oanonicus, Ajax, Saugus, 
Mahepac and Manhattan. This is quite a respectable 
fleet. The ironclads are the best we have, and having 
within the past two years been overhauled and im- 
proved in construction, are believed to be capable of 
contending, should the occasion arise, with almost any 
force that could be readily brought against them. 


In response to a toast, ‘‘ Tle success of the Japanese 
nation and its progress in civilization,” on the occ» 
sion of a visit by distinguished officials to the Japanese 
corvette now at San Francisco, Captain Ito said: I 
thank you on behalf of my nation for the sentiment 
conveyed in the toast. When Commodore Perry came 
to Japan he knocked at the door of the nation and no 
one answered. We were asleep—we could not see. 
He knocked again and we awoke and let him in. 
When fully awake and we saw the light we answered 
the summons and let him into our confidence. We 
have seen the light and have followed it to the best of 
our ability, We hope to follow it yet further, as we 
see it in a good light. 

THE withdrawal of the Brooklyn and the Mononga- 
hela from the South Atlantic Station, temporarily 
breaks up the command there, as the only vessel left is 
the Frolic, intended for river service chiefly. The 
Wasp has probably ere this been sold, and such of her 
officers and crew as were not needed to fill vacancies 
onthe Frolic ordered home. With the exception of the 
Asiatic Station, there is a poor show of vessels on 
foreign service. The South Pacific Station has two 
cruisers, the Richmond and Omaha; the North Pacific 
three, the Pensacola, Lackaiwanna and Tuscarora, and 
the Mediterranean two, the Franklin and Alaska— 
making a total of seven altogether. The contemplated 
cruise of the Brooklyn to the South West coast was 
interfered with by her sudden recall home. ; 

THE Juniata, which is daily expe*ted at Port Royal, 
has been ordered t» the port of Baltimore, and the 
Congress has been attached to the North Atlantic Sta- 
tion. The return of these two ves-els from the Euro- 
pean station leaves only two others there—the flagship 
Franklin and the Alaska. The former is at Lisbon, 
Portugal, and the Jatter is on the coast of Africa, under 
special orders to visit Liberia, and by her presence 
give encouragement to the colony there, the safety of 
which has been threatened by the attacks from the 
natives. The members of Colonization Society in Wash- 
ington, last week, had an interesting interview with the 
Secretary of the Navy on the subject of the Liberian 
troubles, and were much gratified at the prompt action 
of the Department in giving all proper encouragement 
to the colony, and for the sympathy expressed by the 
administration in the cause of the Liberian republic. 
The Alaska will visit other points on the coast, at 
which no American vessel of war has been for several 
years past. 

Tue Washington correspondent of the New York 
Times says, Jan, 22: ‘‘Commodore T. H. Patterson, 
now the commandant at the Navy-yard !ere, gave a 
delightful dancing party last night at the spacious old 
‘quarters’ which be occupies. The broad porches 
were inclosed with sails and draped with flags, and the 
whole affair reminded many present of pleasant en- 
tertainments on shipboard. Unfortunately for our 
belles, Secretary Robeson has ordered the younger 
officers of the Service to the squadron whicp has its 
rendezvous at Beaufort, and the Lieutenants of 
Marines have been sent there also. The removal of 
General Sherman’s Headq"1arters to St. Louis deprived 
society of its best dancers; now the anchor-button 
partners have been sent away, and just at this time an 
order has been promulgated in the Departments keep- 
ing the clerks at their desks urtil 4 in the afternoon. 
‘ The result has been that dancing has been discontinued 
at afternoon receptions. 

Port Royal has again been brought into notice, and 
is to partake somewhat the character ot « naval sta- 
tion. The liability of Key West and Pensacola to 
yellow fever has suggested the importance of finding 
some other point on the Southern coast where the 
vessels of the North Atlantic or Home squadron can 
rendezvous in safety, aug Port Royal possesses, as is 
well known, the reqtf*ites ot a good harbor and a 
healthy climate, and is comparatively easy of access hy 
land. The old line of battle ship New Hampshire, 
which was, during the late war so valuable an adjunct 
to the South Atlantic Blockading and was anchored so 
long at Port Royal, is to be again sent there, for which 
purpuse she is now being prepared at Norfolk. The 
command of this vessel is to be given to Commodore 
Clitz, and this officer is to be considered as senior in 
command of the force which may be there during the 
absence of the Commander-in-caief of the North At- 
lantic station. This authority and other powers con- 
ferred on him will make the command of somewhat 
greater importance than that of a Receiving ship 
ordinarily at a Navy-yard. Commodore Clitz has 
been relieved from duty as President of the Court of 
Inquiry at Ney York, to enable him to enter upon this 
new command. He expects to leave New York for 
Norfolk this week, to join the New Hampshire. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Zribune writes 
from Gibraltar, Dec. 6:.The -middie of. November 
found the American European souadron quietly idling 





along the shores of sunny Italy, its officers and cre 


dreaming of a pleasant winter of rest at Nice, after toe 


incessant cruising of the past nine months. But their 
dreams were suddenly disturbed by a message an- 
nouncing to the gallant Admiral J. L. Worden, that a 
bearer of despatches would meet him at Villafranca, 
the headquarters of tue squadron. Repairing thither 
as speedily as possible, the Admiral found orders to 
send the Congress and Juniata at once to Port Royal 
and to repair with the Franklin and Alaska to Lisbon, 
there to await further despatches. The families of the 
officers who had followed them to Europe, embracing 
in the aggregate upward of 80 ladies, besides children 
and servants, were all hastily quartered in Nice and 
Villafranca for the winter, and the vessels of the 
squadron were coaled and provisioned with all pos- 
sible despatch, and otherwise prepared for sea. At 
1 o'clock Pp. m. of November 29 the Franklin, Capt. 
8. R. Franklin commanding. slipped her moorings 
and steamed slowly out of Villafranca Harbor, fol- 
lowed in order at intervals of a few minutes by the 
Congress, Captain Earl English; the Alaska, Captain 

A. Semmes; and the Juniata, Captain S. Dana 
Green, the latter endeared to the Admiral, and to 
the great American heart as well, by his participation 
in the Monitor-Merrimac contest in the early days of 
the war. The Franklin is one of the most seaworthy 
ships that sail the ocean, but at times during the 
voyage even she trembled and shivered like ‘a reed 
shaken with the wind.’ The seas broke wildly over 
her, extinguishing the galley fire, and forcing them- 
selves, in driblets and streamlets,*through every sort 
of protection.”

INVESTIGATING THE NAVY. 
(Special Despatch to the New York Times.) 


Tue House Naval Committee, Jan. 21, in pursuance 
of the resclution introduced by the Ways and Means 
Committee and passed by the House, directing the 
several standing committees to investigate the various 
departments of the Government, organized the follow- 
ing investigations and committed them to subcom- 
mittees consisting of the members named. The mag 
nificence of the scheme begets a suspicion that very 
little is intended to be accomplished. 

First—A subcommittee on the retired and active and 
staft officers of the Navy, to inquire whether the mem- 
bers thereof can be reduced, their pay diminished, or 
any ckange made therein promotive of economy and 
efficiency in the Service—Messrs. Mills, Danford, and 
Robbins. 

Second—Navy-yards and their management. To 
inquire whether their number may be reduced, and if 
so, in what manner and to what extent, and in their 
management what change can be made to reduce the 
cost thereof and reform the alleged abuses and corrup- 
tions existing therein—Messrs. Willis, Danford, and 
Williams. 

Third—The Marine Corps. To inquire into the ne- 
cessity for this corps as a branch of the naval service, 
and if it is necessary ; do any abuses and frauds exist, 
and what change in regard thereto is demanded by the 
exigencies and the economy of the public service— 
Messrs. Lewis, Willis, and Harris. 

Fourth—The materiel of the Navy. To inquire into 
its present and past condition,gthe cause of its pre- 
sent alleged weakness, and what should be the 
future policy of the Government in regard therete ; 
this subject of inquiry to include naval ordnance as 
well as steam machinery—Messrs. Willis, Harris, and 
Williams. 

Fifth—The personnel of the Navy, exclusive of com- 
missioned officers. To inquire what legislation is 
necessary in regard to recruiting, to training schools, 
clothing of seamen, etc., and whether any errors, 
abuses, or frauds exist in the purchase of provisions 
and clothing, and whether any change or reformation 
in regard to these — promotive of economy and 
efficiency in the naval service can be made—Messrs. 
Robbins, Burleigh, and Williams, 

Sixth—The laws in relation to naval contracts and 
contractors and the purchases made for and on account 
of the naval service, on the laws and regulations affect- 
ing the service of vessels in squadrons or otherwise, on 
laws and regulations in regard to duties and responsi- 
bilities of inspection, and on laws and regulations 
affecting paymasters, their bonds, duties, accounts, 
liabilities, etc., and also of any agent of the department 
having charge of naval funds, property, or the custody 
or oversight thereof ; this committee to inquire whe- 
ther any abuses, errors, or frauds exist in the adminis- 
tration and execution of said laws, and what change 
or reformation can be made therein—Messrs. Willis, 
Harris, and Lewis. 

Seventh—Expenditures. To inquire how estimates 
are made, what have been the amounts of receipts, 
their sources and expenditures per annum for —— 
years, and what is on hand to show for those expendi- 
tures, and what remedy or change is demanded to cor- 
rect any abuses or frauds existing in the disposition 
made or to be made of the appropriations by the Gov- 
ernment for the naval service—Messrs. Williams, 
Burleigh, and Jones.

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HE force on the North Atlantic or Home station, 
which Rear-Admiral Muviany is now about to 
yield to his successor, Rear-Admiral LeRoy, and to 
which additions are being daily made, is likely to be- 
superior to anyjwhich has been concentrated since the 
close of the late war, and to far excel the famous Drill 
squadron under Rear-Admiral Casz at Key West 
three years ago. The flower of our iron-clad Navy, 
in fact almost all of it, is to be attached to this com- 
mand, as well as all the new sloops recently commis- 
sioned. Rear-Admiral LeRoy, who has arrived at 
Key West in the Brooklyn, leaves that vessel there 
and goes overland to Norfolk, where he will relieve 
Rear-Admiral MutLany—taking the fine frigate 
Hartford as his flag-ship. What is then to be done, 
or where he is then to go, are questions just now 
agitating the newspapers and the friends of the per- 
sonnel of the several ships, as well as the personnel 
themselves and the public in general. Until more 
serious complications arise, or actual war measures 
are developed, the mission of the Admiral and the 
magoificent fleet under him, may be safely set down 
as peaceful. 

Rumor asserts that the greater part of this fleet 
will be assembled soon at Port Royal for exercise 
manceuvres and drill; not on so costly a scale as the 
exhibition at Key West, the functions to be such as 
are legitimately within the scope of a naval com- 
mand. The officers and men of the Navy, in time of 
peace, acquire highly valuable knowledge and infor- 
mation, by actual participation in fleet exercises, and 
with the small Navy the United States has, such a 
concentration as that at Key West, or this, if true, 
to be had at Port Royal, is the only opportunity that 
offers for reaping such benefits. Great Britain with 
her large navy, sends out her practice fleets con- 
stantly, and the opportunity extended to the officers 
and seamen of Her Majesty’s service to gain practical 
knowledge in fleet movements and exercises, may be 
said to be an every day occurrence. The reason of th2 
assembling of the squadrons at Key West, which 
was a wise, if not a necessary precaution, in view of 
the difficulties resulting from the Virginius aftair, 
was most admirably improved by the Secretary to 
instruct and perfect the personnel of the Navy in the 
higher duties of their profession ; and if it is in- 
tended, as it now seems, to make the present con- 
centration of force useful for a like purpose, these 
little “ flare-ups,” or war excitements, every year or 
two, although somewhat expensive, prove of material 
benefit to our Navy. 

Wisdom suggests the importance of withdrawing 
vessels from other stations, when troubles are antici- 
pated, and although they may not be required to 
defend the national honor, they are turned to practi- 
cal account by their employment in exercises ona 
large and useful scale. 











Tne many modifications of the law which affect 
the Articles of War in the U. 8S. Army having ren- 
dered some articles obsolete and altered others 
materially, it has become advisable in very many 
cases to promulgate the amendments for the use of 
the Army in general. The first officers who have re- 
cognized this need are Generals McDoweELL and 
Crook, who have respectively published, ia G. O.

The value of 
these General Orders is very great, but they suggest

CoMMANDER Ricuarp W. MeEapE struck the key 
note of the question of reform in the public admin- 
istration, in a little speech he made in answer toa 
toast to the Army and Navy, at the dinner in New 
Yurk January 18, of the “ Associated Pioneers of the 
Territorial Days of California,” presided over by 
General H. G. Grsson. Retorm your civil service, 
said Commander MEapg, in substance, and put it on 
the same footing as regard tenure of office and ac- 
countability, as the military and naval service, and 
the rest is easy. Without this, he said, I doubt 
whether the United States will live to see its second 
Centennial. This is true, and the hearty response 
the sentiment awakened in the audience that 
listened to Commander MEADE shows that the fact 
is understood by thinking men, if not yet compre- 
hended by the politicians. It is in the civil adminis- 
tration of our Government that corruption and mis- 


management are to be found, and it is to the civil 
control which the Army and Navy cannot wholly 


escape, under our system of public administration, 
that they are indebted for whatever reproach has 
been cast upon them. 

Does any one doubt that our Army and Navy 
would be freer from improper appointments if the 
President and the Departments could wholly escape 
the pressure of politicians? Can there be any ques- 
tion that our Navy-yards would be more economically 
administered if they were put so entirely uader the 
control of the proper officers that the requests and 
the recommendations of politicians could be wholly 
disregarded? Give Army and Navy officers the con- 
trol absolutely of Army and Navy affairs; hold them 
to the most rigid responsibility under the law and we 
will answer for the result. It would be a most cruel 
satire on the popular cry for reform if the answer to 
it was legislation, which should demoralize the Army 
and the Navy—the two departments of the Govern- 
ment which are, and always have been, the bulwark 
against 4hdse tendencies to corruption which seem to 
be inherent in our elective system. 








Tue New York 7Zimes of Jan. 26th contains a letter 
from General THomas J. Woop, who writes from 
Dayton, Ohio, to contradict the statements of a letter 
on the battle of Chickamauga, which appeared in. 
the Times of the 18th, signed “General.” ‘‘ General” 
said : “On the 10th, while CrirrTENDEN was moving 
in execution of the orders he had received, two 
negroes reported to Colonel Harker that Brace’s 
Army had not gone in that direction; that it had 
only retired afew miles suuth, where it could be 
found, Harker sent the negroes to the Division 
General, who turned them away as being too simple 
to heed. But Harker reached the conclusion that 
the story was in harmony with probability, and the 
report vras sent to RosecRANs at Chattanooga.” 

General Woop, who was the Division General re- 
ferred to, gives an extract from his official report of 
the battle of Chickamauga and a copy of a letter 
from General GARFIELD, then Chief of Staff, to Gen. 
Rosecrans, which show, first, that the information 
was received from one negro, not two; second, that 
he did not turn the negro away as being too simple 
to heed; and, third, that he sent thg report imme- 





diately it was received to Chattanooga. 
General Aucustus WILLIcag, in the same number 
of the Times, publishes a description of the storming 
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of Missionary Ridge, in reply tothe statements of 
Krupartricx in his letters to the Times, and in the 
Times of Jan. 19th, appeared the third of a series of 
letters from General H. V. Boynton, in answer to 
KILPATRICK and in defence of hisown book. He con- 
cludes: “But the points sought to be made in the 
book from the records can be successfully defended 
against all comers, from General KILPATRICK up.” 








At the dinner of the Burns Association in Brook- 
lyn, Tuesday evening, January 25, General H. W. 
Siocum, who was called upon to respond to the toast 
of the Army and Navy, took occasion to give most 

, emphatic expression to his opinion in regard to the 
attempt to cut down the pay of officers of the Army, 
and the professors of the Military Academy. Gen. 
SLocum’s opinion on the subject derives weight from 
the fact that he has not only been an Army officer of 
large experience and high reputation, but also a 
member of Congress, elected by the Democrats. His 
criticisms on the folly of some of the measures in- 
troduced into Congress by members of his own party, 
are given without reserve or yualification, After 
a few words of introduction he said : 


Our Military peace establishment is far smaller, in proportion to 
the population of our country than that of any other great na- 
tion on the face of the earth. And yet in peace no body of men 
is apparently more unpopular with the people—or perhaps I 
should say, with the politicians—than this small Army. The 
Army people take no part in active politics, and they perform 
their work in a quiet and unostentatious manner; but whenever 
the work of retrenchment is in order the Army becomes the 
favorite point of attack. If a great swindle in the civil service is 
discovered an attack is at once made upon the Army, the only 
branch of the United States Service in which thieves are not 
tolerated. Many hoaest and well-meaning people join in these 
attacks from a conviction that in time of peace no necessity ex- 
ists for even the small Army we have, and yet nearly all our 
Army officers in one way or other are doing work which amply 
repays the Government for their maintenance. On our western 
frontier many of our Infantry and Cavalry regiments are engaged 
in the protection of the settlers from the attacks of the Indians 
and in endeavoring to protect the Indians themselves from the 
attacks of thieving Indian agents. I am glad to learn that there 
is a disposition on the part of Congress to transfer the Indian 
Bureau to the War Department. Ne charge of fraud upon the 
Indians was ever made while the work in that Department was 
performed by the officers of the Army. In the East, indeed, all 
over the country, officers of the Army, pggticularly of the En- 
gineer Corps have charge of important works, many of them, like 
the improvement at Hell Gate of great value to the country, not 
only in a military, but in a commercial point of view. The great 
mass of our officers, when not on duty, spend their time in 
studies calculated to render them of more value to their country. 
One brings to us a new system of tactics that is adupted by and 
is of great service to the entire militia of our country, another 
improves our arms; and in one way or another the mass of them 
are repaying the expenditure made in their support. 

But measures are now pending in Congress for retrenchment in 
the expenees of the Government, and of course the first to be 
considered is the costof the Army. This cost isto be reduced, 
first, by a reduction of the pay, which in most cases is now a 
mere pittance, barely sufficient for a becoming support of those 
officers. So far as our city is coucerned, ] think our practice of 
economy should begin at home. General Newton, of the U. 8. 
Engineer Corps, resides in our city. The General has devolved 
upon him the gieat improvement of Hell Gate, as well as the care 
of nearly all the Forts in our harbor, the improvement of the 
Hudson river, the harbor imgnovenente at Burlington, the con- 
struction of break waters at Kose’s Point, and several other im- 

ortant works. His abi ity as an engineer is universally acknow- 
edged. For all this work and this ability he receives but little 
more than half of the amount we pay to our city engineer who 
has charge of no important work. 

Major Craighill has charge of the defences of Washington and 
of Baltimore, the improvements of the Susquehanna and several 
other rivers, in Maryland and Virginia, the improvement of the 
harbors of Baltimore and Cambridgeand other important works. 
For all this he receives about the salary we pay to a class of un- 
educated men for riding about our streets to see if the garbage 
contractors remove the garbage in compliance with their con- 
tracts. I know of more than one valuable officer of the Army, 
charged with the most important duties, whose pay is hardly suf- 
ficent for his support. 

The Military Academy comesin for its share of the action 
from Congress. This institution which has furnished to the 
country leaders like Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, Hancock, 
Thomar, Humphreys, McPherson, Newton, Sedgwick, and many 
others living and dead, has cost this Government since its foun- 
dation less per annum than the support of a single ship of war, 
and yet twenty-per-cent is to be taken from the pay of the four 
or five venerable men who have been at that institution from 
thirty to forty years, and been the instructors of nearly all the 
prominent officers now connected with the Army, from the Pres- 
ident of the United States down to the youngest Lieutenant. It 
is said that a portion of the meagre pittance given to the cadets 
is to be tuken away from them; and the suggestion has been 
made in the interest of economy that the Band at West Point 
shou!d be removed! Next summer this section of the country 
will be flooded with visitors, not only from all parts of our own 
land but from every civilized nation. Many of our citizens as 
well as foreigners will visit West Point. Icannot help think- 
ing of the pride that our own people will take in exhibiting to 
our foreign friends the only Military School eustained by our 
Government; but I hope they will not be compelled at the same 
time to confess that in the interest of economy we have been 
forced to take from the old professors at that institution a por- 
tion of the meagre pay allowed them, and to deprive the students 
of a sum sufficient for them to purchase a plain grey suit once a 
year, and that we are too poor te allow at this School the class 
of music which accompanies every militia regiment in the land. 

It is possible that a political party which becomes responsible 
for this style of retrenchment may succeed in establishing a 
strong claim upon the gratitude of our people. In my judgment 
the people will feel no pridein a work of this kind and no grati- 
tude to those who inaugurate it. 





Tue Sccretary of War has transmitied to the House 
of Representatives with a favorable recommendation 
a communication from officers at Fort Buford, D. T., 
asking legislation to enable officers of the Army to 
make deposits with Army Paymasters. The com- 
munication is signed by Major Moorg, Captains 
BritTEN and Murpock, First Lieutenants Day, 
PENNEY, Tn1BaAuT and Bronson, and Second Lieu- 
tenant Wacner. A similar petition comes from 
Captain James Henton and Second Lieutenant C. D. 
Cow ss, of the Twenty-third Infantry. A plan for 
the change in the present system of pay of enlisted 





men by Captain O. W. Potiock, Twenty-third In- 
fantry, is transmitted with the disapproval of the 
Secretary, the General and the Lieutenant-General of 
the Army, though forwarded with the cordial en- 
dorsement of Colonel Doper and General Crook. 
Captain PoLLocx proposes a reduction in the pay of 
privates from $13 to $11, and an increase of the pay 
of corporals to $20, sergeants $30, and first sergeants, 
sergeant-majors and quartermaster-sergeants and 
principal musicians to $40, chief musician $80. The 
object of the bill is to elevate the character by in- 
creasing the pay of the non-commissioned officers 
without increasing the pay of the regiment as a 
whole. 








THE ladies at Fort Whipple are, greatly to the 
satisfaction of the gentlemen, asserting the privileges 
of leap year, and have issued a set of rules for a leap 
year party at Fort Whipple, A. T., January 5, in 
which the feminine appreciation of masculine weak- 
nesses and the feminine regard for masculine com- 
fort find happy expression. If these rules could be 
put in force throughout the Service, especially the 
second rule, how much they would do to rid our 
Army of its worst faults! They are as follows: 


1. Each lady who has been honored with the company of a 
gentleman, will see that he is properly provided with ali luxuries, 
delicacies, ana other creature comforts of the occasion—will see 
that he is fanned when warm—be careful 1.0t to 2xpose him tu 
draughts—be particular to see that he is provided with arctics 
and the necessary wraps, 80 that she incurs no responsibility as 
to his condition of health. 

2. Each lady will be held particularly responsible for the con- 
dition of sobriety or inebriety of the gentlemaz under her protec- 
tion, to this ond she will see that he obtains no drink of any 
description, under any pretext whatever, except that provided 
by the iadies, that he may be restored in the condition received 
and to avoid any complaint—as man is at best a frail creature, 
hard to govern, and casily led iatu temptation. 

3. It is most earnestly enjoined upun the ladies, to institute 
such discipline as will insure proper decorum among the genitle- 
men, and for this purpose, severe measures may be resorted to, 
if neces*ary. 

4. No gentleman is allowed to dance, unless requested to do so 
by a lady, with such restrictions as may be imposed, under the 
provisions of the third section, of these rules. 

5. The programme of dances will be strictly adhered to, unless 
it shall be found by the committee on the floor, to be inconveni- 
ent, in which event it will be changed, or destroyed, at their 
discretion. 

6. Grumbling, on the part of wall-flowers, will be decmed an 
impropriety sufliciently grave to deprive the grumbler of all 





party privileges, or such of them, as may be adjudged proper by 
the committee, who may however be governed, in certain cases, 
by favoritism, and the quantity of provender on hand. 

7. In order that any irregularity, by way of neglects, or other 
improper treatment, inflicted upon gentlemen on this occasion, 
muy be explained at once, it is made the duty of the General 
Committee, to visit, as soon as practical after the party, the 
house of each gentleman and take into just consideration, any 
demand for rearess, 


We most heartily advise every officer in the Ser- 
vice, who has not already done so, to allow the 
ladies to exercise the privileges of the leap year so 
far as to put him under the discipline of the second 
rule. Our word for it he will find himself a far 
happier man before the year is out.

TE Senate on the 24th of January passed the bill 
8. No. 160, authorizing the restoration of 8. K. Thomp- 
son, late Second Lieutenant Twenty-fifth Infantry, 
upon a,favorable report from the Military Committee. 
The bill was amended cutting oft his pay while out of 
service. The bill gave rise to considerable debate, 
General Logan urging its passage, on the ground that 
it was the duty of Congress to right a great injustice 
done this officer. A bill was introduced S. No. 299, 
to amend section 1588, R. S., relative to the pay of 
Medical and Pay Directors of the Navy. The bill 
granting $7,600 to the heirs of General Jas. H. Carle- 
ton was debated by the Senate on the 19th. On the 
18th of January the Senate passed the Dill relating to 
witnesses before railitary courts with an amendment 
preceding that every judge-advocate of a military court 
in the Army or Navy shall have power, under the 
direction of such court, to issue the like process, etc. 
Provided also, That no imprisonment imposed on such 
civilian for contempt in refusing to give evidence shall 
continue for more than two months. Bills were in- 
troduced in the House, H. R. 1369, to provide for ap 
pointment of dental surgeons in the Army and Navy ~ 
H. R, 1449, relating to the rank of officers in the Army; 
H. R. 1453, to regulate pay and allowances of Army 
officers. Granting bounties to heirs of soldiers who 
served during rebellion less than one year, H. R. 
1482; to regulate the issue of artificial limbs, H. R. 
1516; authorizing the sale of a portion of Fort Dodge 
Military Reservation, H. R. 1540; directing the 
method of submitting annual estimates by the Navy 
Department, H. R. 1345. The following private bills 
were introduced: H. R. 1367, for the relief of the 
widow of the late General Thos. Francis Meagher; fur 
the reinstatement of C. J. Freundenberg to his proper 
rank in the Army (H. R. 1368); authorizing the ap- 
pointment of Walton Calb as master in the Navy, H. 
R. 1870; to reinstate certain officers of the Army, H. 
R. 1500; to restore Bayse M. Wescott to his original 
position on the Naval‘Register, H. R. 1554. Joint 
resolutions were presented trom the Texas Legislature 
asking eurly consideration for the claims of those who 
served in the Army and Navy during the Mexican war. 
A resolution was passed calling on the Secretary of 
War for a list in detail of the pay and allowances 
granted Army officers stationed in Washington since 
March 4, 1869, and the authority of law for the same. 
A memorial was received from Admiral Wilkes, re- 
lative to the publication of the results of his exploring 
expedition, 1838-1842. A joint resolution was passed 
calling for a list of enlisted men employed on extra or 
special duty in the District of Columbia in 1875, and 
their total compensation. 








On Wednesday, 26th inst., the House debated the 
Military Academy appropriation bill. The bill makes 
appropriation for the pay of four professors at $3,500, 
and five at $3,000; one sword master, $1,500; teacher 
of music, $900; sixteen musicians for companies, 
$2,496, and 310 cadets.at $450. The other appropria- 
tions are for repairs, etc., $12,600; fuel, etc., $17,500; 
gas works, $600; postage and telegrams, $300; station- 
ary, $600; transportation, $2,000; printing office, $600; 
clerk, $1,200; expenses Board of Visitors, $3,000; mis- 
cellaneous and contingent expenses, $9,500; building 
and grounds, $500. Among the departments is dis- 
tributed $6,085. The department of chemistry gets 
$1,850; philosophy, $1,000; engineering, $700; tactics, 
$725; ordnance and gunnery, $400; and the others 
from $40 to $150 each. The total appropriation is 
$231,241, the estimates sent in amounting to $437,000. 
Mr. Hale (Rep., Me.), Mr. Hurlbut (Rep., Ill.), and 
Mr. Chittenden (Ind., N. Y.), severely criticised the 
bill, and Mr. Hamilton (Dem., N. J.), of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations defended it. No action was 
taken on the bill. The Zrzbwne’s correspondent re- 
ports that ‘conversations among a number of the 
more liberal-minded Democratic members disclosed the 
fact that the reductions in the salaries of professors at 
West Point and of the cadets will not ineet with a 
unanimous approval of «ll on that side of the House.” 
Resolutions were adopted calling upon the Secretary of 
War for a report of the aggregate number of the 
organized militia of the several States, and a copy of 
the orders and instructions under which Quattermaster 
General Meigs is acting during his absence.

PROMOTION OF SUBALTERNS. , 
To the Rditor af the Army and Navy Journal; 


Simm: My attention has just been call:d to section 
1204 Revised Statutes of the United States, which be- 
came the laws of the land June 22, 1874, the same act 
declaring that they shall be received as such in all 
courts of justice. ; 

Section 1204 reads as follows: ‘‘ Promotions in the line 
shall be made through the whole Army in its several 
lines of Artillery, Cavalry and Infantry respectively. 
Promotions in tbe Staft of the Army shall be ma‘e in 
the several Departments and Corps respectively.” 

Now here comes the first poser tome. Tue above 
lcoks like very plain English, fixing one plain general 
imperative rule for promotions in each branch, Corps 
and Department of the Army. 

How, then, is it that one system is followed for the 
Corps and Departments of the Staff, and down each 
respective line of Artillery, Cavalry and Infantry, 
jumping first and second lieutenants and alighting 
again on brevet or additional second lieutenants, ap- 
plying distinct and different systems to first and 
second lieutenants? 

Now, by the most careful search I cannot find in the 
Revised Statutes any modification of the above quoted 
section, implying that the law is not general for all 
grades in each respective branch of the service. 

By a careful examination of the old laws, | find that 
the wording has been changed in the new—this with the 
evident intention of making the law general, and dis- 
tributing equal justice to one and all; a thing which 
justice most positively demanded. 

Again, all other changes from the old established 
usage demanded by the Revised Statutes, we do, and 
have been required to, strictly comply with. Why is 
this section un exception? 

Moreover, there never has been published for the 
information of the Army an opinion of the Attorney- 
General, as to how this section shall be construed. 
He is the only Constitutional authority, that Iam aware 
of, to put a construction upon the laws of Congress. 
At all events, the Army has learned by experience that 
his opinions upon questions of law are the best. 

Now the thing becomes serious, for if section 1204 
is a law, I and many others should have been promoted 
soon after it was enacted. And the grim satisfaction I 
have enjoyed for years, seeing my juniors in age, rank, 
and service, promoted over my head to rank me for 
life, should have terminated. But it did not, and here 
I am now, just where [ was years ago, still enjoying 
the same panorama, increased with the satisfactory 
knowledge that files I counted upon years ago are in 
flourishing circumstances, and enjoying good health, 
after the many continuous years on sick leave on full 
Pay and handsome incomes from profitable avocations. 

flany disinterested persons (just now) laugh at me, 
and say that ‘‘ section 1204 is an error of Congress,” 
and I inquire who has the assurance to assume the 
functions of correcting the errors of Congress? If this 
be an error, it is the most happy one to secure the 
ends of justice. 

Others say that Congress would nut make such a 
law, for it would ruin esprit de corps. How much 
esprit de corps is found in any regiment of Cavalry 
where there is not one that has been three months with 
all of its companies together for ten years? And many 
officers of the same regiment are strangers. Many 
officers know the officers of another regiment better 
than those of their own. No company is good with- 
out good officers; neither is a regiment without good 
field officers. And yet in both organizations the 
officers are derived in the same manner from other 
sources. But this srgument of espmt de corps de- 
pending upon the lieutenants to such an extent, is 
only argument that the most deserving grades of 
officers should be put on equal footing with the less 
deserving, in the matter of advancement. In other 
words, must we *‘ kill the free horse?” Esprit de corps 
is a myth, so far as regiments are concerned. If not, 
why not make the whole promotion regimental, and 
apply this principle to its fullest extent? 

Moreover, as promotions stool before the forego- 
ing sections became the law, what officer could take 
much pride in his regiment, entering at the foot of the 
list, young, active and ambitious, but to wear all these 
qualities out by long years of faithful service, until he 
becomes a gray-haired, tottering old man, before he 
becomes a captain—discouraged by every mail bring- 
ing him information that some young sprig, who had 
friends to assign him to the proper regiment, has been 
promoted over his head, to rank him through life? 
~ Moreover, every officer when ,advanced to a higher 
grade, enters upon his new duties with new zeal and 
vigor. And should his promotion take him to a 
strange regiment, he knows that his future depends 
upon his own efficiency and conduct, and not upon 
some evil genius that has haunted him for years past. 
Does the service gain this? It strikes me it does. 

Others say it adds additional expense. It is a 
cheap justice to say the least. But if economy is the 
argument, efficiency in the Army is economy. I: it is 
to save a few dollars in transportation, then make the 
promotions entirely regimentally. It seems to me it 
costs as much to transport a colonel, lieuteaant-colonel 
or major a certain number of miles, as it does a first or 
second lieutenant the same distance, and [ think the Pay- 
master and Quartermaster-Generals will say considera- 
ble more. And if they want to benefit the largest number 
possible, without increasing the expenses, let tue thing 
be changed, and field officers be promoted regiment- 
ally, and the lieutenants be placed on one list for each

THE MARINE CORPS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal! : 


Sir: By common consent the opinion is entertained 
tbat the Marine Corps has arrived at that stage of its 
existence, when noiwithstancing the emphatic testi- 
mony of those who command our ships and stations 
that the Corps is of vital importance as a part of the 
fighting force of tbe Service, a crisis has been reached, 
and prumpt steps must be taken by those concerned, 
to save the organization from disaster. 

The Marine Corps has done good service—tiis much 
is conceded by its bitterest opponents—but the age is 
progressive; the past is good, but what of the present! 
Why should it be retained at such a large cost to the 
countty? These are the practical questions of the 
hour, snd it will no longer do for the friends of the 
Corps to shrink from their discussion. No number of 
bills or pamphlets and articles for the newspapers cap 
improve the Service, unless its affairs are entrusted to 
men of broad and comprehensive views, and the ofti- 
cers show in themselves a sincere desire to make the 
Corps to which they belong a really valuable part of 
the Navy, and acredit to the noble Republic under 
which they have the honor of servicg. 

Briefly, then, Mr. Editor, the first requisite for the 
accomplishment ,of this desirable end, is the appoiat- 
nent to the command of the Marine Corps of some 
one who stands before the country as a man of intellect 
and administrative ability, and who has served with 
fame during the Jate war—a soldier sans peur et sans re- 
proche—one whose mind has not been narrowed by 
years of service in a barrack yard in command of a 
handful of troops, or as a carpet knight who *‘‘ never 
set a squadron in the field, or the division of a battle 
knows more tian a spinster.” A man of intelligence 
would soun discern what the Service wanted, and, as 
its commander, represent as no other could, to those in 
authority and to Congress, its needs. 

Instead of the inactivity and negligence now shown, 
commanding officers would be held to a strict responsi- 
bility for the proper instruction of officers and men 
under them, and instead of the half drilled guards now 
often sent, only reliable and trained soldiers would be 
detailed, well versed in tue skillful use of fire arms, in 
the use of pontoons and the throwing up of fortifica- 
tions, as now taught to that famed body of men, the 
Engineer Battalion of our gallant Army. Such know- 
ledge in naval operations on shore would be useful 
indeed, and officers of thorough professional training 
would be able to act as militaryqids to commanding 
officers, and as engineers when disembarked, thus sup- 
plying a want which was so severely felt during thé 
late war in expeditions on the coast. 

An able commander would see the necessity of a 
school for marine ofticers, like unto the artillery schvol 
at Fortress Monroe (which was established by the 
genius of an officer ot the Army at no additional cost 
to the country, and which is conducted with rare skill), 
and thus educated fully in all that pertains to the art 
of war, and, with a knowledge of modern languages, 
their services as a corps of observation abroad would 
be invaluable to the Government. 

It. is difficult to estimate the amount of useful infor- 
mation which could be furnished by reports from 
intelligent officers thus constantly on duty in all parts 
of the world. 4 

Everything would give place to the interests of the 
serv.ce afloat, and that part of the Marine Corps, which 
contributes nothing to its efficiency as a military body, 
would be abolished. Looking to the general good, the 
costly Staff attached to the organization could with 
great benefit be dispensed with, and at least fifty 
thousand dollars saved annually; for in time of war the 
Staff is practically useless (as y anette during the 
late war), and as it adds nothing to the usefulness of 














the Corps aboard ship, or indeed for that matter on 
shore, the benefit of the proposed reform is self-evi- 
dent. The Marines are always paid and rationed by 
naval paymasters afloat, and when on other duty the 
Bureaus, as now provided by law for the Navy, 
could, at 2 great gain in admiaistration, perform the 
necessary duties for the Marine Corps. 

Let, then, the matters here indicated be attended to, 
and reform in other ways will follcw, so that in the 
Centennial year of the Republic, the Marine Corps can 
with pride celebrate its century of existence, and in its 
new life the glorious deeds and triumphs of the past 
will shine forth with undiminished lustre.

THOUGHTS ON NAVAL ADMINISTRATION. 
BY A NAVAL OFFICER.—CHAPTER X1I.*. 
On the Education of the Men who are to Build our Ships 
for War or Commerce. 

Before proceeding to discuss the third topic of our 
subject, as set forth in Chapter IIL, to wit: * The 
* materiel’ of the Navy,” it inm:presses one in the lignt 
of a necessity that something, at Jeast, should be suai:l 
upon the subject of the cducation of tose men, 
throughout the country, who are called upo. to build 
our ships, whether fur purpo-es of war or commerce. 

Technical education in mechanica! professions hus of 
late years been attracting the earnest and thoughtful 
attention of men of all classes thromghout tic world, 
and the definite action already taken abroad bv some 
of the foremost statesmen, philosophers, merchants, 
aud manufacturers, seems toypromise that the matter 
will not be allowed to slumber. 

That special training in special subjects is not only 
desirable but imperative, on those who are to carry on 
great manufacturing enterprises, can hardly »e doubied. 
Other nations are assiduously cultivating all the na- 
tive talent and genius they possess to outstrip us in 
the race, and beat us in our own markets, even in the 
specialties which we hrve hitherto deemed peculiar to 
this country. 

With our boundless resorrces in coal and iron, and 
nothing but the cost of labor to interfere with our 
eventually becoming, as in years gone by, the great 
ship-building country of the world, it seems as though 
careful training and study in the scientitic application 
of means to end are more than ever before needed, in 
order to obtain results which may vie with or surp iss 
those of our great rival, Great Britain, in ctticiency and 
cheapness. 

Germany and Prance are also making rapid strides 
in the mechanical arts; probably ininone more so than 
in iron manufacture and ship-building, which are now 
so intimately connected. The former country hiis long 
had a system of education, which renders her people 
peculiarly fitted to apply discoveries in art or science 
to the ordinary occupations of life; while in France 
the trained students of L’Ecole Polytechnique spread 
through the country sound scientific principles, which 
they adapt to their various trades and professions. 
Among other subjects, the science of naval architecture 
has occupied the attention of the French authorities, 
and the theoretical training in that study which the 
students receive, seems to be so highly appreciated by 
the government and ship-builders of France, that they 
are usually sought after and engaged even before com- 
pleting their course of education. ‘This high estimate 
of scientific attainments contrasts strangely and forci- 
bly with that of our own country, where we are con- 
tent to go as of old by ‘‘the rule of thumb,” or follow 
some crude tentative process, because these having 
been the customs of our grandsires, should perforce be 
quite good enough for us! 

It is true that, as a nation, we are loth to extend 
State aid towards purely commercial undertakings; 
but ship-building can scarcely be regarded in that 
aspect alone, since for ultimate purposes of national 
defence, it is necessary to maintain our meicantile 
fleet in the utmost efficiency, and whatever conduces 
to that end is a benefit to the community at large. 

It is, at all events, a subject of vital importance to 
the welfare of the country, that the care of the Navy 
should be in the hands of competent men—men trained 
to determine theoretically what are the most advan- 
tageous types for modern war vessels, and capable of 
putting their theory into practice, so as to obiain the 
maximum of efficiency and safety at the minimum of 
cost. 

Much has been said or written by men of no prac- 
tical or scientific training as to what is best for the - 
noe and the proper way of «rriviog at that desirable 
result; but in many cases their unscientific reasoning, 
their crude surmises and evident ignorance of their 
subject, show how great is the want of information on 
this matter, although plausible statements and deduc- 
tions therefrom are apt to impose upon general readers 
who are incapable of detecting their fallacies. Hence 
the necessity of having men at the head of the Con- 
struction and Engineering Corps of the Navy, who, 
from previous education, are thoroughly capable of 
dealing with the ever varying demands on their ability 
and skill, and this can only be attained by the Govern- 
ment making ample provision for the special training 
of Constructor-Engineers, so that the nation may rely 
upon having the services of those best qualified for the 
work. 

The ship-builders of the present day undoubtedly 
produce vessels possessing many excellent qualities, 
but this excellence will be greatly enhanced when de- 
signers and ship-builders generally possess more scien- 
tific and theoretical knowledge than is now the rule. 
For the teachings of experience are equally as slow 
as they are sure, and dim gropings after excellence 
may be greatly hastened by the light of theoretical 
considerations. 

Of course, it may be said that the skilfu! ship-

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builder is by this time fully aware of what is the brst 
sort of ship to do certain specified work, and that you 
need only tell him what you require in order to have 
it. But it must be a very confident man who says that 
the present situation may not be improved, and when 
we remember the complete change the introduction of 
steam and iron has occasioned in ships, and the possi- 
bility of further advances in the present means of pro- 
pulsion—or even the discovery of new motive powers, 
it behooves us to prepare for the calis which the 
future will most certainly make upon the profession. 

Here technical education will help us, as it will en- 
able us to say beforehand what we can do, to predicate 
with a great degree of certainty what we may do, and 
by providing us with theories founded on true scientific 
bases, supplemented by experience, cnable us to esti- 
mate with greater accuracy the advantages or disad- 
vantages of future proposed improvements. Until 
within a few years the art of ship-building as practiced 
in many private yards was very crude. In some cases 
a half model of the water-lines would be made to the 
eye, and altered here and there until it appeared suit- 
able to the purpose, the practical experience of the 
builder being his only guide. No drawings were 
prepared, no calculations made as to tonnage, displace- 
ment or draft of water, but everything depended upon 
apracticed eye and matured judgment. Then, instead 
of laying off the vessel on the ‘* mould loft” floor, sec- 
tions would be made to.the model, and from these the 
frames of the ship prepared, the sections being mea- 
sured to scale. When the frames were in place the 
timbers would be “‘ faired” by chipping off the projec- 
tions both outside and inside, and often this would 
lessen the sizes of the timbers to a very considerable ex- 
tent, rendering the vessel dangerously weak. lougher 
modes of building than this even, were practiced until 
very recent!y, and sometimes draughtsmen were em- 
ployed to design or lay off vessels who were completely 
ignorant of tue method of calculating displacement, 
tonnage, or any other element, now considered abso- 
lutely essential for the completion of adesign. Evi- 
dently the building of ships by such a method, or want 
of method, could only be entrusted to very experienced 
practical men, while progress in ship-building as a 
science must have been extremely slow. 

For more enlightened and educated minds, however, 
the publication of Simpsen’s rules in the middle of the 
last century, and the later researches of Chapman and 
others, provided surer means of performing their work, 
while continued advances in theory, combined with 
deductions from experience, have at length biought 
Naval architecture to its present degree of perfection. 

In these days the young ship builder, instead of hav- 
ing to trust to the results of his own observations, can 
resort to professional works for information on many 
subjects on which his predecessors were ignorant, and 
by his own industry and perseverance obtain much 
valuable assistance in his career, although not to the 
extent which a special training would confer, on 
him. 

The general routine, however, in ship-building is not 
such as to produce scientific men. The system at pre- 
sent in force in our Navy-yards produces no results 
whatever. The shipwright apprentices are neither pro- 
perly instructed or encouraged, and « very strong pre- 
judice exists against them onthe part of the quarter- 
men, foreman, and assistant constructors. It is 
believed there is not a single contractor now in the 
Navy who bas risen from the position of apprentic2 in 
a Navy-yard. Now this fact of itself argues strongly 
either against the manner of selection or the method of 
education ! 

A lad goes into the office, copies drawings, makes 
some of the more simple yet indispensable calculations, 
and generally acquires a knowledge of his profession 
as best he can. The more observant and industrious 
he is, the more versed he becomes in his art; but direct 
instruction in the higher branches of the subject is 
rarely accorded him, for while spending time in sucha 
manner, other work must be put aside, and this can 
seldom be permitted. Hence, when called upon to de- 
sign a vessel, he must rely upon some good type of the 
ship required, and make his own as near like it as cir- 
cumstanc2s will allow. 

This, in general, is as good a plan as can be pursued; 
but when some novel design is required—-ana the exi- 
gencies of modern commerce and progress in the art of 
war will make this more common than formerly—he 
cannot fall back on scientific theories to fortify the 
conclusions which his experience may enable him to 
arrive at, and however firm his belief that he has com- 
passed his end, yet he lacks more certain modes of 
testing it. One other side of the question, however, is 


worthy of consideration, viz., that from which the| 


ship-owner may be disposed to regard it. Supposing he 
requires a vessel which shall best fulfill certain condi- 
tions, he is entirely in the hands of the designer of his 
ship, and the want of technical education may result 
in much pecuniary loss when the vessel is afloat. 

Probably, in a second ship of the same type, faults 
which appeared in the first may be obviated, and grow- 
ing experience may ultimately produce the best possi- 
ble result. Meanwhile, however, the ship first built 
has not returned so great a profit as those built 
subsequently . 

It may be contended that such is always the course 
of progress, and that perfection cannot be immediately 
obtained in any case; but there is little, if any, doubt 
that faults which may be guarded against from the 
outset can be predicted by scientific calculations. 

Thus u vessel may be uneasy in a seaway from faulty 
design or badly arranged stowage, and both these, 
especially the first, may toa great extent be guarded 
against by calculations made previously to the ship’s 
being built. By means of a curve of stability we can 
tell to what extent a ship may incline with safety, and 
hence a cuptain would have the means of knowing with 
some degree of certainty when he should shorten sail, 
for though a yessel may seem to be as safe as, or safer 
than many another, yet in reality she may be in much 
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greater danger—the unfortunate ironclad Captain be- 
ing a melancholy example. 

Further, when a ship is designed, certain calcula- 
tions made from her drawings will give her meta-cen- 
tre and centre of buoyancy, points of great importance’ 
to a vessel ; and after she is launched a very simple 
and comparatively inexpensive experiment with subse- 
quent calculations, will find the actual position of her 
centre of gravity, when complete for sea, caigo being 
excepted. The determination of this latter point is 
very useful for d ciding the best possible position of 
the centre of gravity of cargo, and thus to indicate the 
stcwage—which information would probably be useful 
to the captain or stevedore. Itis true their experience 
should enable them to stow a ship properly; but we 
kcow that such is not always the case, and it is proba- 
ble that many a ship has foundered from bad stowage, 
which might have been avoided had the best general 
position of the cargo been previously clearly indicated . 
Yet it is quite likely more trust will be placed in ex- 
perienced men than in mathematical deductions, but 
if this information be given to captains with every new 
ship, the resuit may confidently be awaited for. 


Science will eventually assert itself, and make its| 4 


value to be felt by all concerned, whether owner, 
builder, captain or stevedore. No one, of course, 
would pretend absolutely to dictate how to stow a 
vessel from purely theoretical considerations, for in 
general cargoes the nature of the different portions of 
the freight demands the utmost attention; but in any 
ease they might be so arranged that the centre of 
gravity would most nearly approach the best theoreti- 
cal position. 

Hence it appears very desirable that those who de- 
sign ships shall be able to make the necessary calcula- 
tions, while the additional expense they would entail 
would scarcely be worth consideration. How, then, 
may this theoretical education be best obtained ? 


Much may te done by persevering industry in the | $4 


study of such professional works as those of Rankine, 
Scott Russell, Reed, De Freminville, Somerfeldt, Fair- 
bairn, Grantham, Murray, Dislére and others, and by 
perusal of the valuable reports of the British Institution 
of Naval Architects, and the British Admiralty and 
Board of Trade reports. But to appreciate and wnder- 
stand theoretical investigations, « special training seems 
most desirable. 

To designa ship and feel absolutely certain as to 
general qualities—to comprehend and estimate the 
strains brought upon her under various conditions—to 
calculate the strength of the various parts of the struc- 
ture—to appreciate the chemical and mechanical quali- 
ties of the materials used, and their relative action on 
each other—to understand the Jaws and phenomena of 
waves, so far as philosophy or Mr. W. Froude’s recent 
researches can explain them—these and other kindred 
subjects should form the scientific education of the con- 
structor, while careful attention to, and intimate ac- 
quaintance with ships in process of construction, should 
form his practical education. 

We should establish such courses of study as exist 
in the English School of Naval Architecture,or L’Ecole 
de VApplication du Génie Maritime, in France, as pos- 
sessing advantages which no amount of private study 
can counterbalance. In duc time the country at large 
wiil reap the benefit of the money spent op such a 
course. One part, however, of the practical educa- 
tion should not be omitted—-the actual observation at 
sea of the behavior of ships under all circumstances. * 

The men who have to design and build vessels 
should be able to see and judge for themselves, in 
what manner a ship is acted on by the wind and waves; 
to observe the straining action to which the frame is 
subjected; to notice the parts more particularly liable 
to wear and tear from the action of the elements and 
other causes, and by this means form a better estimate 
how to provide most effectually against structural de- 
fects. Besides this, there is much in the stowage of 
stores and cargo in merchant-men and of armament in ; 
vessels-of-war, with which it is well to be thoruughiy fa- 
miliar when dealing with designs—while a practical ac- 
quaintance with the working of the rigging, sails, etc., 
must also be of great value. In short, whatever tends to 
make a man more fully acquainted with his profession 
must be of servicetohim. Itrenders him more self-re- 
liant and independent—more capable of sound judgment 
in emergency—more ready to suggest improvements of 
his own, or to appreciate those of others, while still 
keener to appreciate humbugs—and thus it seems far 
wiser to obtain information and form opinions from 
personal observation than to trust to those of others. 
Time spent ‘at sea in this practical study must be at- 
tended with beneficial results. 

Special training for this special career also gives a 
better prospect for future commercial success, and it 
will probably be found at no distant day, that the men 
who have been educated in both the theoretical and 
practical science of ship-building, are the most capable 
of advancing the art, of keeping equal pace with the 
discovery and inventions which may infiuence it, and 
of thus gaining for our country that pre-eminence 
which at one time was apparently within our grasp, 
but which we seem to have lost frem the failure to 
appreciate the fact that wood and sails have given 
place to steam, iron and science.

Strate Mirirary Association.—This body met in Albany 
on Tuesday, January 25, at 3:30 p. m., General Husted in 
the chair.

Captain Whittaker, of the Filth New York, 
moved a substitute therefor allowing $25 for uniforming 
each recrui; enlisted since D ber 1, 1875, and on the 
motion to refer these to the Committee on Code Amend- 
ments, the debate called in every member on the floor who 
chose to speak. Avery strong feeling was at once developed 
in favor of paying the men for their services, but the mo- 
tions were finally referred to the committee, and the fight 
resumed in the afternoon on the adoption of the commit- 
tees report. The officers elected are: Col. Chas. 8. Spen- 
cer, President ; Vice-Presidents, General Briggs, and Colo- 
nels Oliver, Underhill, and Howard. The secretaries and 
other officers are unchanged. A resolution was adopted 
requesting the Legislature to appropriate $25,000 for trans- 
portation of the New York troops to Philadelphia, On the 
evening of Tuesday the delegates were invited to witness a 
very fine performance of the ‘‘Color Guard” under the 
auspices of the Albany Posts of the G. A. R. 

Wednesday afternoon the sepest of the Committee on 
Code Amendments came up, and Colonel Oliver’s previous 
report was finally adopted. A petition was presented pray- 
ing the Legislature to give back the tax exemption to all 
men who enlisted before its repeal. A committee of five 
consisting of General Husted, Colonels Spencer, Oliver an 
Chamberlain to propose further code amendments, it being 
understood that they were to press for payment of two 
dollars a day to the men, and rey J that, to secure an in- 
ereased company fund, as provided by Colonel Oliver's bill. 
General Woodward was conspicuous in both the mornin 
and afternoon debates, for the temperance and force wi 
which he advocated Colonel Oliver's bill as the most practi- 
cable measure. We congratulate the New York National 
Guard on the prospect that it will at last obtain a modicum 
of assistance from the State which 1t much needs, General 
Townsend’s reception on Wednesday evening was crowded.

dismissed aud the line again reformed, and the nd 
given, *‘ Companies right forward, four right,” which when 
execyted was tollowed by ‘fours left.” This brought the 
battalion into column of companies left in front. Major 
McAlpine then gave an order which (though the major has 
naturally a good voice) was quite unintelligible, the conse- 
quence of which was that the three first companies in 
column got crowded together contusedly at the end of the 
room. The major then brought the battalions out of this 
state into column of companies, right in front, the two 
right companies, however, becoming inverted in the pro- 
coss, having only wheeled by fours. Major McAlpine should 
study to speak his commands clearly, aud enunciate every 
syllable. Ofticers and men cannot be held responsible tor 
misnnderstandiog orders delivered in an unintelligible 
manner. 

in the Fifth the movements under Colonel Spencer were, 
general alignments, columns of fours, and wheels into line, 
with close column ployments and deployments. All these 
were positively well done with one exception. Officers 
have not yet mastered the mysteries of simultaneous 
dressing. They need to keep at it till they can dress in 
ten seconds, which ought to be ample time when a column 
of fours wheel into line. 

In the Seventy-tirst Lieutenant-Colonel Chaddock took 
the battalion after the major, and gave them some column 
marches by fours and companies, The prevailing fault 
with Colonel Chaddock is slowness. He drills well, but very 
slowly, and the men get too little work. 

In the Fifth Lieutenaut-Colonel Krager took hold after 
the colonel, and cxecuted several line formations from 
column of fours. While an excellent instructor, he is apt 
to repeat single movements too often, and to be too harsh 
in bis manner. A little softening would make him more 
successful. ; 

Cutonel Vose finished the drill of the Seventy-first with a 
few movements, and ended with an address on the financial 

rospects of the regiment. There is little to be said about 

18 drilling. It is excellent. He understands his regiment 
thoroughly, aud the men understand him. The behavior 
of the Seventy-tirst under arms is much improved, The 
men are learning to drop that boyish levity, which is well 
enough in camp off duty, but entirely inadmissible under 
arms, except in a target company. 

Major Timken closed the drill of the Fifth. He is at 
present one of the most promising officers in the Fifth, and 
an excellent disciplinarian. What he does he does very 
wong but dves not have all the chance he ought to 
have. The rank and file of the Fifth are very quiet and 
orderly. 

ForeiGn Unirorms.--—‘ Veteran Corps” Sixty-ninth New 
York 1n quite a lengthy communication, argues that instead 
of copying after some famous foreign legion, it would be 
much better tor the National Guard to adopt the manner 
and uniform of a purely American regiment. He aiso sug- 
gests that the uniforms of the various regiments in each 
State should be as near alikeas possible.

| Upon the French frontier Germany is protected by 
| five groups of fortifications now almost completed— 
| Strasburg, Metz, Mainz, Coblenz, and Cologne; in 

addition to which there are four fortresses of the first 
class—Thionville, Germersheim, Rastatt, and Sarre- 
louis—and two of the second cluss—Bitsch and 
| Neubrisach. 

“ We have almost, if not quite, exhausted our naval 
experience,” sighs Broad Arrow. “Military expe- 
riences have been most recent, whereas naval ones 
have been limited to the buttle of Lissa and such 
accidents as the sinking of the Vanguard. What we 
require to determine the problem is another naval war 
somewhere, in which substantial and heavily-armed 
ironclads should compete with each ot'er.” 


An official paper submitted to the German Par- | 
linment gives 1,484,663,496 tnalers as the war tribute 
received from France. The share allotted to the ci- 
devant North German Confederation out of the in- 
demnity is 530,116,053 thalers. Of this sum only 
$98,731.423 thalers have been paid, no more bein 
required to cover the expenses, 131,384,680 thalers, 
therefore, remain to be paid on this account. 


Ar Portsmouth (England), 15 kinds of Welsh 
steam-coals are being tested ds to their heat-generating 
power and comparative freedom frum smoke during 
combustion ; experiments are also being made with 
green wood as a fuel, with reference to utilizing the 
vast quantities of growing timber to be found on the 
margins of Africa and other rivers visited by British 
gunboats. 

SPEAKING at St. George’s Hall, Liverpool, on the 
occasion of the prize delivery to the First Lancashire 
Rifle Vuluateers, Lord Derby stated the authorities 
estimated that for coast brigades 50,000 men might 
be counted on; the inland men would probab'y gar- 
rison fortresses. In all, 90,000 men might be counted 
on when mobilization took place. 

Tue armament of the British iron-clad Agincourt 
is to be reduced from 28 guns to 17 guns, of the 
largest type. Th2 following iron-clad vessels have 
been removed from the active list of the navy, for 
harbor service: Lord Clyde, 18, armor plated ; Enter- 
prise, 4, armor plated; Ocean, 24, armor plated; 
Prince Consort, 15, armor plated; and Zealous, 20, 
armor plated. 

Dr. Farquharson, of the Coldstream Guards, 
holds that hunger has much to do with the drinking 
of the enlisted men, which is the cause of most of 
the crimes committed bythem. Aftera careful series 
of experiments made at Aldershot, it was lately as- 
certained that, on an average, after deducting bone 
and loss in cooking, each soldier has only five ounces 
of butcher meat daily for tetal meat food out of the 
ration of three-quarters of a pound. 


Ir was fifty years on the 31st ult. since the present 
Czar was appointed colonel of the Russian Pavloff 
Regiment of Guards. The fifty years’ jubilee was 
kept as a holiday by the regiment, the Czar marking 
the occasion by presenting new colors, The Czar 
has given his sanction to a proposal for holding pub- 
lic vollections all through Russia for the purpose of 
converting the site of the former fortifications around 
Sebastopool into historical boulevards. 


An old Dutch vessel-of-war has recently been ex- 
humed at Chatham Dockyard—where it has been 
lying buried for upward of two centuries—one of 
the squadron which ascended the Medway in 1667, 
under the Dutch Admiral de Ruyter, and inflicted 
such d.mage on Chatham Dockyard, on which occa- 
sion the Royal Sovereign and other vessels-of-war in 
harbor were burned. 

Ir is announced that the Italian expedition to 
Africa will start at the end of this month. It will 
take its way first towards Ankober, the capital of the 
kingdom of Shona, from thence to the country of the 
Gallas, and finally to the basin of the Victoria 
Nyanza. The costs of the expedition are estimated 
at 100,000 lire ($20,000), and the subscription opened 
for it by the Italian Geographical Society has pro- 
duced up to the present time 53,000 lire. The Mar- 
quis Antivari is the leader of the expedition.

Tue following summary statement of the navies of 
the world for 1874, has been prepared with great care, 
and its accuracy can be depended upon. Owing to the 
great difficulty in getting positive information on cer- 
tain points, the figures of this table are in some cases 
only appruximate. Tbe number of iron-clads includes 
those in the course of construction, but not those 
which, like the English 7iunder and French Devasta- 
tion, launched in 1855, have become obsolete : ’ 
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Four hundred soldiers have been sent to re-enforce 
the Mexican troops on the Rio Grande. 





OnE curious result of the experiment carried out 
last autumn in France of calling io the reservists for 
the manceuvres has been that cuirasses of a new 
shape have been ordered to be added to the stock of 
those of regulation pattern. It was found that many 
of the reservists belonging to cuirassier regiments, 
although preserving their standard height, had de- 
veloped largely embonpoint, and were consequently 
unable to introduce their corpulent bodies into the 
rigid covering provided for men of their stature. 

Tue Cologne Gazette states that it is in a position 
to contradict the statement attributed to Field-Mar- 
sbal Count Moltke, that the Americans are wrong to 
select their leading officers exclusively from those 
educated at West Point. The Field-Marshal never 
uttered the words ascribed to him, and, were he 
called upon to give an opinion, would probably ex- 
press himself in a very different manner. 

Ir oddly illustrates the difference between the 
social temperament and tastes of England and of 
France that, while the English Commandcr-in-Chief, 
the Duke of Cambridge, has just sentenced an Eng- 
lish officer, as a chastisement for some offence, to 











wear his uniform at all times when he appears in 
— for one calendar year, the French Minister of 

ar, General de Ci:sev, has just been obliged to 
issue an order forbidding officers of the new Terri- 
torial Army of France from wearing their uniform in 
public unless upon ceremonial occasions ur when on 
duty. 

Tue inventor of the new Austrian gun, Major- 
General Uchatius, has also invented a new projectile, 
which has been tried with such results that it will 
probably be adopted for use by the Austrian Artil- 
lery. It consists of a cast-iron shell, about eleven 
millimetres in diameter, enclosing welve rings and a 
centre-piece, all fitting into each other, but easily de- 
tachable. But the shell and the rings are conical in 
shape, and each ring is divided in‘o ten sections, so 
that when the shell explodes, besides the fragments 
of the outer cases, 120 iron balls, representing the 
sections of the rings, are sent flying in all directions. 


Tue new fog-signals adopted for Fort Matilda, in 
Eogland, are a system of musical harmonic bells, 
tolled at regular intervals, and of different toned but 


8 | combining sounds, on a similar plan to that adapted 


with steam whistles at the Cloch Lighthouse, wlere 
two whis:les, of differently pitched notes, give four 
blasts of five seconds duration every minute, the 
higher note lasting two and a half, and the lower one 
two and a half seconds. In the investigation which 
is now being conducted by the Trinity Board with 
regard to fog-signals, they are to be assisted by a re 
volving gun, the largest of its kind ever constructed. 
It is a revolver, with five chambers, firing successively 
through an open-mouth barrel, and moving about on 
atruck. It weighs about 35cwt. 

Tue semi-ofticial Vienna Hvening Gazette explains 
the distinction just conferred upon the Czar by the 
Emperor Francis Joseph—viz., the gift of the Order 
of Maria Theresa—to be no ordinary attention of 
courtesy, but an exceptional honor paid to the re- 
cciver. The Order of Maria Theresa is conferred only 
for military deeds of exceptional merit and boldness. 
There are but fifteen persons outside Austria at pre- 
sent decorated with it, including the German Crown 
Prince, Frederick Charles, the King of Saxony, 
Grand Duke Constautine, Field-Marshal Wranygel, 
and Generals von Herwarth and von Ranstein. The 
deed for which the Emperor Alexander has now re- 
ceived the Order is his heroic achievement in the bat- 
tle of Atch-Koi, in the Caucasus, 

SEVERAL foreign naval powers are directing their 
attention to the practicability of establishing tele- 
graph stations in mid ocean, by which messages can 
be sent from any part of the sea along the line of the 
cable to the terminal points on shore, and vice versa, 
so that communication with iron-clads, mail steam- 
ers, and other vessels when out at sea may be estab- 
lished. It is proposed to accomplish this by means 
of an invention consisting of a hollow sectional 
column, with a base-plate attached by ball and 
socket joint, which column is lowered into the water, 
and anchored rigidly to the ground. The branch 
cable is coupled to the main cable, and carried along 
the column to the surface of the water, to be there 
connected with instruments on board the vessels. It 
is proposed to control naval and strategical move- 
ments, whilst a ship in distress could communicate 
her exact position, the nature of her disasters, and 
thus procure assistance. 


A.tnoveH the German Parliament rejected some 
of the proposals contained in the Army Estimates, 
they have, it appears, voted the cost of a special 
cavalry division, which is to be stationed at+ Metz, 
under the command, for the present, of General vou 
Witzendorf, a distinguished cavalry officer, with the 
avowed object of serving as a preparation for possi- 
ble wr with France. The semi-official Berlin Post 
makes the following intimation with regard to this 
division: ‘‘ By means of the formation of this cavalry 
division now in a time of peace we shall be enabled, 
immediately upon the outbreak of a war with France, 
to direct’ large masses of cavalry skirmishers against 
the enemy, whose task it will be to reconnoitre the 
ground in front of the armies then in course ef con- 
centration in their rear, and to cover their advance. 
It is highly probable that the formation of this 
cavalry division—one of supreme importance—will 
be shortly followed by the formation of a second.” 

A NEw range-finder, the invention of Lieutenant 
Watkins, R A., has been the subject of a series of ex- 
periments at Sheerness. The centre bastion was se- 
lected as the firing-point, and a rait bearing a lattice- 
work target of considerable size, towed by a steam 
launch, was the object to be fired at, while in motion, 
at various distances. This was moved rapidly in the 
endeavor to puzzle the gunners on the battery. 
Such, however, is the meni of the system that the 
range was always correctly found, and not a shot was 
fired but what would have struck a ship. The de- 
tails of the plan are kept secret, but it is known tbat 
the result is obtained by establishing points of ob- 
servation at some distance right and left of the firing- 
points, and by means. of electricity causing two 
needles upon a dial near the gun to intersect one 
another at angles continually varying with the move- 
ments of the object seaward as seen from each 
signal-station. A diagram on the dial-plate enables 
the director at any instant to tell the distance of the 
object, and consequently the right amount of eleva- 
tion for the gun, 
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Tux designs for the Agamemnon, 4, double-screw, 
jron, armor-plated turret ship, 8,492 tons, 6,000 
horse-power, are being prepared, and she will be 
commenced as soon as possible. This vessel and her 
sister ship the Ajoz will carry heavy guns in revolv- 
ing turrets behind armor of immense thickness, In 
order to provide against the Agamemnon sinking 
should a hole at any time be made in her below the 
water-line, it has been decided to fill her water-tight 
compartments with cork, so that there would be no 
room for such an inrush of water as that which 
caused the sinking of the Vanguard, She will be 
280ft. long between perpendiculars, with an ex- 
treme breadth of about,66ft. Great efforts are being 
made to complete the Inflexible, 4, twin-screw, iron 
turret-ship, armor-plated, 11,165 tons, 8,000 horse- 
power, for launching in March. An improvement 
has been introduced in respect to the loading of her 
guns by hydraulic power. In the Thunderer, the 
muzzles of the guns have to be depressed to the deck 
below, which not only requires that there should be 
two distinct sets of ports, but renders the shot liable 
to shift after being rammed home. In the Inflezible, 
which is undergoing alterations, on the other hand, 
the requisite protection is afforded while loading by 
undulating elevations of the upper deck itself out of 
the line of fire. After being discharged, the turret is 
rotated until the guns ure brought under cover of 
the elevations, so that no alteration of level is 
necessary. 

A mopet of Admiral Popoff’s invention has been 
placed in the United Service Institution, and in- 
spected by a large number of naval and military 
officers. The model, which is enclosed in « large 
glass case, has been most carefully constructed, each 
part, down to the minutest detail, being in position. 
At the first glance, says Broad Arrow, the ship 
resembles nothing so much as the lower end of an 
ordinary breakfast roll cut off about an inch from 
the end. The level part forms the deck, though in 
point of fact in the ship the deck very gradually 
rises until it attains the highest point in the centre, 
the object being to a'low the water to run off more 
easily. The stern of the sbip only differs from the 
bow in having a rudder and no less than six pro- 
pellers, In tke centre of the deck is a round turret 
containing the two guns, while in front is a kind of 
forecastle for the crew to live in, and behind is the 
bridge, from which the ehip is steered. The boats— 
four in number—are carried on deck just below the 
bridge, two on either side. Her two funnels, which 
could not possibly be lowered in action, are decidedly 
in the way of an all round fire, and this was, in the 
opinion of several authorities, one of her chief de- 
fects. Being only one foot out of water, she could 
not fight in any sea, however small; and how her 
boats were to be kept from being washed away was 
another question asked. Altogether the general 
opinion seemed to be that for harbor defence she is 
decidedly inferior to the Stawnch class of gunboat ; 
while from her circular form she would not have the 
slightest cl:ance at sea. The handsome model was 
presented by the Czar to the Duke of Edinburgh, 
and by him to the Admiralty. 

LIEUTENANT Pratt, an English artillery officer, 
contributed to a recent number of the “ Proceedings 
of the Royal Artillery Institution,” a paper com- 
paring the English 9-pounder field battery gun of 


Scwt. with the German 8-centimetre gun, and show- 
ing that the latter gun, which is a little lighter, 
throws an 1ilb. projectile against the English 9lb 
projectile, consumes 2.75lb, of powder against the 
English 1.75lb., and imparts to its projectiles a ve- 
locity of 1,522ft. asagainst the English 1,381ft. The 
shrapnel contains t22 bullets—_the English only sixty- 
three; and notwithstanding that the gun and limber 


hind the gun team is actually slightly less with the 
German gun. It we compare the English 16-pounder 
gun with the German 9-centimetre gun the difference 


12cwt., the German gun 8.86cwt. only. Notwith- 
standing this disparity in weight, the Boglish gun 
fires a shrapnel of 16.4lb. as against the Ger- 
man shrapnel of 17.91b., the charges of powder 
being respectively 3lb. and 3.3lb., and the resulting 
velocities 1,352ft. and 1,460ft. The German shrapnel 
has 209 bullets, the English shrapnel only 119. And 
finally, although the German gun carries thirty-four 
rounds per gun and limber as against the English 
twenty-eight rounds, the weight behind the gun 
team is only 4,222lb. as against their 4,768lb. Lieu- 
tenant Pratt observes, “ Nothwithstanding its ad- 
vantages in weight, the German gun consumes a 
heavier charge of powder, fires a more powerful 
shrapnel, and hasa superiority of 100{t. in initial 
velocity.” A new field-gun for the English army is 
on the stocks. 

In refitting the British iron-clad Minotaur, a com- 
plete electrical apparatus for signalling and for de- 
tecting torpedoes has been added to her. The main- 
mast has been fitted with receptacles for the storing 
of Harvey’s torpedoes, which when thrown into the 
sea will be towed by means of a lanyard from the 
yardarm. A couple of rifle-shields for the protection 
of the officer fighting the ship have been added. 
They are entered down a ladder from the bridge, and 
are provided with shutter outlooks. Each shield is 
fitted with one of Elliot’s directors, which is 30 
adjusted and graduated that the officer in command, 
when in sight of an enemy, can a:zcertain from it the 
correct angle of elevation for range and the proper 
training for converged fire, before or abaft the boom. 
Having communicated his orders to the battery 
through voice tubes, and the guns being charged, 
he is provided in his retreat with the means of firing 
the whole broadside simultaneously by electrical 
contact. Should the officer be wrong in his calcula- 
tions, the whole of the battery would miss the target. 
In addition to her steam trumpets, she has been sup- 
plied with the means of communicating in a fog by 
68-pounder guns, in accordance with a code. There 
are seven watertight compartments in its double 
bottom, confined to the engine and boiler spaces, and 
each of the three decks is protected by fifteen water- 
tight bulkheads. ‘Phe man-holes have been exlarged 
to secure increased accessibility to all parts of the 
hull, and the doors of the compartments have been 
prevented from jamming by means of portable thres- 
holds or iron door-plates, which lift up when the 
doors are closed and fall when they are opened, so 
that dirt cannot now find a lodgment in the slides.

in flames. The horrified children rushed up from 
below through the various hatchways, which were 
with ditliculty kept from being choked up by the 
crush aud struggle, and as fast as they got on deck 
they hurried to the side of the ship nearest land as 
the point of escape. Unfortunately a strong south- 
westerly wind was blowing full upon her broadside 
and rolled the smoke and flame over in the direction 
of the shore. The poor lads, however, climbed over 
the bulwarks and hung in the chains and wherever 
they could get hold for hand or foot, and the boats 
of the ship being instantly at hand, proceeded to 
take them off as fast as possible. One or more were 
swamped, and as many of the lads clinging to the 
ship were compelled to drop one after another into 
the water there was ample occupation for the other 
boats which came to the rescue to pick up those who 
were swimming or drowning. The ship lay only 
about a hundred yards from shore, and a good many 
leaped overboard and swam to land, amongst whom 
were two young ladies, the daughters of Captain | 
Bourchier. The boats of the training-ships Arethusa 
and Chichester, lying at Greenhithe, came down in a 
flotilla to help, in command of Captain Walters and 
several officers, and were instrumental in saving 
many lives. Two bodies have already been washed 
ashore, and the schoolmaster, Mr. Wheeler, is eaid to 
have sunk. Whether others were lost or not is yet 
unknown.
